To the Inhabitants of the Town of Westmoreland in the 
County of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Westmoreland on Tuesday, the eleventh (11) day of March, 
next at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


Town meeting poll will close at (6:15) six fifteen of the 
clock in the afternoon. 


Article 3. To hear the report of agents and auditors and 
take any action thereto. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote for snow removal 
and sanding on either class 5 or 6 roads or take any other ac- 
tion relating thereto, raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote for class V 
assistance for class V roads and raise and appropriate the sum 
of $552.34 (State contribution to be $2,009.35). 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to apply calcium 
ehloride or any other dust laying material to any of the gravel 
sections of the class 5 roads and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 
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Article 7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate in addition to what is required by 
law for highways and bridges. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money if any the town will 
vote to raise or borrow for rebuilding and tarring the River 
road, so-called, from the Chesterfield Town Line to the Corner 
Schoolhouse, so-called, or to take any action relating thereto. 


Article 9. To see what disposition the Town will vote to 
make of the income of the Jotham Lord fund. 


Article 10. To see of the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $130.00 for the support of the library. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $67.00 to the Monadnock Region Asso- 
ciation of Scenic New Hampshire for issuance and distribution 
of printed matter, newspaper and magazine advertising, call- 
ing attention to the resources and natural advantages of the 
Town, in co-operation with the other thirty-seven towns in the 
Monadnock Region. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400.00 for the white pine blister rust 
eontrol in co-operation with the State Forestry and recreation 
Department.

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Article X. The town voted to raise and appropriate the - 
sum of $60 to the Monadnock Region Association. 


Article XI. The article was passed over by vote. 


Article XII. It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $75 for upkeep of cemeteries. 


Article XIII. The article was passed over by vote. 


Article XIV. The town voted that the selectmen be au- 
thorized to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Articles XV, XVI, XVII. These three articles were 
passed over by vote. 


Article XVIII. The matter of electing a planning board 
was discussed. It was proposed that a selectman and a mem- 
ber of the school board be on the board but this was voted 
against. Five members were elected, one from each of the four 
sections of the town and one member at large. The members 
were to serve from one to five years—the members having the 
largest vote to serve the longest. The vote by ballot was as fol- 
lows: Mary Fredette, 30 votes, 1 year; Ruth Churchill, 32 
votes, 2 years; Rev. Blanchard, 34 votes, 3 years, member at 
large; Alonzo Hudson, 36 votes, 4 years; Roscoe Perry, 43 
votes, 5 years. 


Articles XIX, XX. It was voted to pass over these ar- 
ticles. ; 


Article XXI. It was voted to instruct the selectmen to 
dispose of the Charles Gannett place, so-called, acquired by 
tax deed. | 


Article XXII. There was some discussion about the ex- 
pediency of allowing ‘‘Granger Hollow’’ to be re-opened for 
public dances. The vote was by ballot. Votes cast 91. No 40; 
Yes 51. 


Article XXIII. The article about purchasing road equip- 
ment was passed over by vote.

Article XXIV. It was voted that the south and west. 
boundary lines of the town hall property be established as fol- 
lows: The south line to be parallel with the town hall, using 
the elm tree as a distance from the hall, the line extending west 
to the land of Lucy I. Paine, thence north to the highway, 
known as Route 63. Suitable markers to be placed to mark the 
boundary lines. 


After the articles were all voted upon, the officers counted 
the ballots with the following results. 


Town Clerk Ruth EH. Burt had 125 votes and declared 
elected. 


Selectman for three years. There were one to four votes 
cast for eight different people. Glenn E. Britton had 101 votes 
and was declared elected. 


Town treasurer. There were 3 votes for Oscar Billings. 
Charles H. Aldrich had 122 votes and was declared elected. 


Tax collector. Ruth E. Burt had 127 votes and was declared 
elected. 


River road agent. Leon E. McClening had 122 votes and 
was declared elected. 


South Village road agent. Charles W. Messer had 122 
votes and was declared elected. 


Kast Westmoreland road agent. George E. Kingsbury had 
15 votes. Peter Action had 110 votes and was declared elected. 


Trustee of public library for three years. Lucy L. Thomp- 
son had 122 votes and was declared elected. 


Auditors. No one filed for this office. There were sixteen 
names voted on, having one or more votes. Oscar Billings had 
16 votes and was declared elected. Roger Bridgeman had 20 
votes and was declared elected. 


Trustee of trust funds for three years. Charles H. AI- 
drich had 110 votes and was declared elected as trustee. 
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Constable. Seven names voted on. Walter Taylor had 54 
votes and was declared elected constable. 


Surveyors of wood and lumber. Fifteen persons voted for. 
William S. Starkey had 11 votes, Perley Thompson had 14 
votes, Donald Paine had 18 votes. They were declared elected 
as surveyors of wood and lumber. 


Fence viewers. Thirteen candidates. Lawrence A. Leach 
had 7 votes, Russell Wellington had 7 votes and Selden B 
Lund had 10 votes. They were declared elected as fence viewers. 


Briggs fund committee. Eleven candidates. Alice Chick- 
ering had 32 votes, Helen Terry had 34 votes. They were de- 
clared elected on Briggs fund committee. 


The results of the balloting were read by the moderator. 
The meeting was adjourned.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland: 


IT hereby submit my second annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools: 


Considerable concern is being shown throughout the nation 
over the shortage of capable teachers for our schools. Prac- 
tically every magazine and daily paper has articles and 
editorials on this subject, stressing the major causes and out- 
lining methods of alleviating the condition. If the public had 
been willing to recognize this problem a generation ago we 
might have sufficient teachers today to fill all our classrooms. 








The teacher-situation in New Hampshire is worse than last 
year, and the outlook for the future is no better. Only a few 
prospective teachers are enrolled at the Teachers Colleges, 
despite large numbers in attendance. 


The State Board of Education is sponsoring a new State 
Aid plan which should, if passed by the legislature, do much 
to relieve the towns of excessive property taxation for school 
purposes. The plan has been presented to our public press and 
should be familiar to every citizen. 

Westmoreland is fortunate in having a group of teachers 
who are interested in their pupils and their advancement. Pro- 
egress seems to be very good this year in all grades. The Go- 
operation of the two PTA groups, and the help they provide 
the schools is much appreciated.

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HEALTH 


Health inspection in the Westmoreland schools showed the 
following defects: 
97 pupils were inspected. 
5 pupils were underweight. 
4 pupils showed defective vision—unecorrected. 
66 pupils were in need of dental care. 
11 pupils were advised to have throat and nose examina- 
tions by a physician. 
1 pupil was unvaccinated without proper excuse. 


Dental clinics were held April 14 and October 11, 1946, 
with work done as follows: 


Number of pupils treated 23 
Number of pupils having teeth cleaned 16 
Number of pupils having silver fillings 9 
Number of pupils having porcelain fillings a 
Number of pupils having extractions 13 


22 pupils had their teeth cared for by their dentist. 
2 pupils had special eye examination and defects cor- 
rected. 


Toxoid clinics were held May 14 and June 12, 1946. 52 
pupils were innoculated. 


Tuberculosis patch tests were given 78 pupils, June 7, 1946. 
8 pupils reacted. 10 pupils were X-rayed. Third grade and new 
pupils were given audiometer tests—all pupils showed normal 
hearing. 


Hot lunches are being provided in all the schools this year. 
The Corner School pupils are publishing a school paper to 
help defray the cost of the lunches. 


Considerable interest was shown in the school fair last 
fall, and the combined South Village School and town Christ- 
mas celebration. 


The ceilings have been done over at the East School, and 
the grammar room in the Village. The walls in the latter room 
were also redone. It is hoped to carry on a program of painting 
that will keep all the buildings in good shape, 
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A new pump has been installed in the South Village build- 
ing. The chimneys and furnace have been cleaned and the 
sewage disposal system dug up and cleaned. The chemical 
units in all the buildings are getting old and will have to be 
replaced before many years.

HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN PREVENT FIRES—IT PAYS! 


The prevention of forest fires is the most important and difficult 
part of the work of your forest fire warden who heads a local organi- 
zation set up primarily for the security of your community’s forest 
property. The importance and value of the work of the forest fire 
warden and his deptities is, perhaps, best appreciated during hazardous 
periods when fire danger is greatest. The public, however, looks to him at 
all times for speedy and economical suppression of going fires 5 

To property fulfill his mission, the warden needs the generous and 
understanding cooperation of the public at large. He attempts to secure 
this cooperation by the posting of caution notices, news items and by 
word of mouth, always carefully explaining the necessity of restrictions 
imposed. In the matter of giving cooperation, however, the public often 
fails. The record shows that an average of 7,300 acres of woodland 
are burned over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year. Analysis 
of fire causes reveal the fact that more than 98 percent of all forest 
fires are, consistently, ‘the result of human carelessness and are pre- 
ventable. 


The careless smoker fails to properly extinguish his gee cigarette 
or pipe ashes or thoughtlessly throws them from the car window; the 
debris burner fails or refuses to consult the warden, as the law requires 
when the ground is not covered with snow, before attempting to burn; 
campers fail to properly extinguish their fires or arpqucney build fires 
when conditions are unfavorable. 


Remember these rules: 
1. Use ordinary common sense with fire in and near woodland. 
2. Comply with requirements on the use of fire in and near 
woodland and when the ground is not covered with snow, 
secure written permission to burn from the forest fire 
- warden, 
3. Be careful when smoking in or near woodlands. Don’t throw 
_ lighted material from moving vehicles. 
4. Cooperate with and assist the warden and urge others to 
_ do so. 
5. HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN PREVENT FIRES— 
his efforts are only as effective as is the cooperation you give 
him!
